1 . BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED. FOLLOWING IS SUMMARY OF MARCH 29 
MEDIA REACTION. 

2. PRESIDENTIAL TRIP. A.P. REPORTED FROM CARACAS MARCH 29 
THAT PRESIDENT CARTER IN MAJOR ADDRESS TO VENEZUELAN 
NATIONAL CONGRESS SAID MAJOR PETROLEUM EXPORTING NATIONS 
MUST SHARE THEIR WEALTH WITH POOR NATIONS "TO MEET THE 
HUMAN NEEDS OF THE WORLD S PEOPLE.” PRESIDENT URGED RICH 
AND POOR NATIONS TO COOPERATE IN DRIVE TO FIGHT INFLATION, 

CREATE JOBS, AND RAISE LIVING STANDARDS. HE CALLED FOR 
INCREASED FLOW OF CAPITAL TO DEVELOPING NATIONS, A MORE 
OPEN SYSTEM OF WORLD TRADE, MODERATION OF DISRUPTIVE PRICE 
MOVEMENTS IN BASIC COMMODITIES, ENERGY CONSERVATION AND 
DEVELOPMENT, AND STRENGTHENED TECHNOLOGICAL BASE IN POORER 
COUNTRIES... CSMONITOR (ARTHUR EZENEKWE) REPORTED FROM 
LAGOS MARCH 29: "PRESIDENT CARTER CAN LOOK FORWARD TO A 
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GENERALLY WARM WELCOME FROM NIGERIANS... DESPITE EARLIER 
OPPOSITION FROM STUDENTS DISSATISFIED WITH U.S. AFRICAN 
POLICIES. BUT THE AMERICAN LEADER CAN ALSO EXPECT CANDID 
ASSESSMENT OF WHATEVER PUBLIC STATEMENTS HE MAKES FROM 
NIGERIA’S PRESS, WHICH IS LARGELY GOVERNMENT-OWNED BUT 
USUALLY OUTSPOKEN... IN OFFICIAL CIRCLES, MEANWHILE, THERE 
HAS BEEN A GREATER UNDERSTANDING OF AMERICA'S KEY ROLE AS 
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A TRADING PARTNER WITH NIGERIA. CERTAIN TO BE ON THE LIST 
OF TOPICS TO BE DISCUSSED BY THE TWO LEADERS IN LAGOS WILL

RHODESIA HERALD REPORTED RHODESIAN SECURITY FORCES HAVE 
"ROUTED" 100 NATIONALIST GUERRILLAS WHO INFILTRATED 
FRONTIER FROM MOZAMBIQUE LAST WEEK. REPORT, CLEARED BY 
OFFICIAL CENSORS, SAID GUERRILLAS FLED AND ABANDONED 
SUPPLIES OF WEAPONS AND LEAFLETS. THERE WAS NO OFFICIAL 
MENTION OF CASUALTIES... NYTIMES MARCH 29 CARRIED FULL PAGE 
AD FOR BOOK "RHODESIA" BY ROBIN MOORE ("THE GREEN BERETS"). 
IN VERY LARGE TYPE, AD SAYS: "RHODESIA - IS THIS BOOK 
BEING SUPPRESSED? MYTH VS. REALITY. WHY IS IT THAT THE 
U.S. AMBASSADOR TO THE U.N. ANDREW YOUNG INSISTS THAT THIS 
TERRORIST LEADER BE ONE OF THE HEADS OF THE NEWEST NATION 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA?"' AD SAYS FOR ANSWER, READ NEW 
"BOMBSHELL" REPORT BY MOORE, PUBLISHED BY CONDOR PUBLISH 
ING CO. AD SHOWS PHOTO OF JOSHUA NKOMO, ALLEGES NKOMO 
ADMIRATION OF IDI AMIN, SAYS BOOK HAS PREVIOUSLY UNPUBLISH- 
ED PHOTOS OF "THE ATROCITIES COMMITTED BY NKOMO AND HIS 
CO-LEADER OF THE MARXIST TERRORIST PATRIOTIC FRONT, ROBERT 
MUGABE." AD ALSO DECLARES AMB. YOUNG AND DAVID OWEN 
"UNWITTINGLY ARE WORKING TO INSTALL A MARXIST DICTATORSHIP 
IN RHODESIA AND MAKING EVERY EFFORT TO SABOTAGE THE PEACE- 
FUL, MODERATE FORMULA" IN INTERNAL SETTLEMENT. 
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4. NAMIBIA. JUNE GOODWIN IN MARCH 29 CSMONITOR WRITES THAT 
KILLING OF CHIEF KAPUUO "COULD BE USED BY SEVERAL PARTISAN 
GROUPS FOR THEIR OWN ENDS" IN NAMIBIA. "CHIEF KAPUUO HAD 
A NUMBER OF ENEMIES, EVEN IN HIS OWN HERERO TRIBE. SOME 
OF THEM CONSIDER THAT HE HAD BECOME TOO COOPERATIVE WITH 
SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT." ARTICLE SAYS THAT SOUTH 
AFRICAN POLICE IN WINDHOEK SAY IT IS "LOGICAL" KILLERS 
BELONG TO SWAPO; THAT KAPUUO’S DEATH COULD TEMPT SOUTH

CLAMPDOWNS." MARCH 29 BOSTON GLOBE PRINTED DISPATCH FROM 
BEN POGRUND IN JOHANNESBURG SAYING THERE ARE SIGNS SAG 
"HAS ADOPTED A MORE RIGID ATTITUDE TOWARD NAMIBIA AND THAT 
IT WILL NOT COMPROMISE ON ITS EFFORTS TO BRING ABOUT A 
FORM OF INDEPENDENCE AND GOVERNMENT THERE THAT WOULD BE 
THE MOST FAVORABLE TO SOUTH AFRICA.. .IF SOUTH AFRICA GOES 
IT ALONE, IT COULD LEAD TO MASSIVE PRESSURE AT THE UN FOR 
INTERNATIONAL SANCTIONS. THE WEST DOES NOT WANT THAT AND 
YET IT WOULD FIND IT DIFFICULT TO VETO THEM IN THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL. IT WOULD ALSO REPRESENT A FUNDAMENTAL FAILURE FOR 
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THE WEST AND WOULD UNDERMINE ITS CREDIBILITY IN SOLVING THE 
OTHER RACIAL PROBLEMS OF THE AREA IN RHODESIA AND SOUTH 
AFRICA ITSELF." CSMONITOR EDITORIAL MARCH 29 SAYS "THE 
MURDER OF CHIEF KAPUUO COULD LEAD TO INTENSIFIED STRIFE

RESUME CONTACTS AND TO PRESENT COUNTERPROPOSALS TO PEACE 
PLAN SUBMITTED BY ISRAEL. MEDIA ALSO EMPHASIZED ARAFAT 
PLEDGE TO ACCEPT GENERAL CEASEFIRE. BALTSUN (MICHAEL 
PARKS) WROTE FROM IERUSALEM MARCH 29 THAT "ISRAELIS ARE 
INCREASINGLY SEEING THEIR INVASION OF SOUTHERN LEBANON

DAILY MAIL NEW YORK CORRESPONDENT: "ANDREW YOUNG, 
AMERICA'S VOLATILE AMBASSADOR. YESTERDAY VICIOUSLY HACKED 
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AT THE KNOT THAT MR. CALLAGHAN AND PRESIDENT CARTER TIED 
OVER RHODESIA LAST WEEK. IN A REMARKABLE, SAVAGE INTER- 
VIEW, HE SABOTAGED THE GOOD WILL THE TWO LEADERS CEMENTED
